Place in Alberta during the past few 
years, causing a large number of new 
towns to spring up and incidentally 
altering, the trend of traffic, have 
throwh a great deal of extra work 
in opéning wp new and more direct 
roads of the public works department 
of the provincial government. This 
fact i@ noted in the annual report of 
the public works department, which 
was tabled in the legisiature yester- 
day by the Hon. Charles RK, Mitchell, 
nilnister of public works. So great 
is the demand for road work that the 
department finds grent difficulty in 
keeping pace with the requirements. 

The report states that during the 
year there were 472 bridges deait with 
by the d@partment. Of these, 126 
were repairs and 337 were new wood- 
en vridges constructed during the 
year. There were also six stee! bridges 
completed and nine were begun, but 
uot carried to completion, 


Important Structures

The increase in settlement becomes

ping “by rail. ‘In the Construction of 
earth ‘roads during the past season, 
with this. @bject in vietv, the depart- 
ment endeavored, as far as possible, 
to build them up to a rounding sur- 


face with der, then maintain their 
surface -by- frequently dragging to-till 
ruts caused by wheel traffic. Where 


cs was. possible to lave this’ system 
ot road dragging carried out, and the 
soil was such that it would supply a 
Wearing surface, which would with- 
sland wheel traffic, good results were 
obtained and a good foundation laid 
Upon which the Public Works De- 
partment will, at some future 
date, if the increase of traffic makes 
it necessary, top dress this with a 
layer of gravel or other good road 
material, which would furnish a better 
Wearing surface for heavy traffic. In 
certain sections of the country the 


force during 1910 still continue to give 
entire satisfaction. These are issued 
in book form and have now become so 
widely known and appreciated that 
requests for copies have heen received 
trom Great Britain, Panama, most of 
the states in the union to the south 
of us, as well as from other foreign 
countries. Twenty-seven per cent of 
the ‘boilers inspected in the province 
last year have been built to these regy 
wiations. 

In addition to the regular monthly 
examinations for emgineers, held at 
the respective headquarters of the 
district inspectors, 62 regularly adver- 
tised examinations were held at va- 
rious points throughout the province 
during the spring of the year, in order 
to accommodate candidates living in 
the outlying districts. In all, a total 
of 1254 candidates presented them- 
selves for eaxmination. The number 
of certiticates issued for bollers in- 
spected during the year total 1590. 
The fees collected for all purposes 
amounted to $18,719.70, as compared 
with $15,388.05 for the previous year. 

150,000 Horse-Power 
report of the chief bolier in- 
spector states that the department 
has al the present time some 150,000 
boller horse-power under .supervision 
throughout the province; 44 per cent 
of this power is being used for devel- 
apment and industrial purposes, .38 
per cent for agricultural purposes and 
18 per cent,.for the operation of coal 
mines. 

Notwithstanding the largely in- 
creased nuntber of boiler plants in 
operation, there were no accidents to 
boflers or machinery, causing: either 
loss of uve or serious injury to any 
person.
